Rescued by Lumber Ship.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
BOMBER COMMAND IN ENG- 
LAND, Oct. 10 (AP).—A 19-year- 
old engineer gunner of a United 
States Liberator who plugged a 
hole in a fuel line with his finger 
was given credit tonight for en- 
abling his four-motored bomber to 
return from Friday's Lille raid 
despite damage by many machine- 
gun bullets and cannon shells. 

The Liberator made a belated re- 
turn to fts base today, and members 
of the crew told hiw slender Aaron 
F. Moses of Monroe, Ind., held 
his hands over a broken gas line 
until they froze, But he succeeded 
in stopping the flow of fuel. 

The Liberator, known as the 

“ball of fire,” was commanded by 
a West Pointer, Lieut. J. 8. Tate, 
24, of St. Augustine, Fla, It shot 
down three Focke-Wulf fighters 
and damaged several others in a 
scramble which followed an attack 
by about 30 Nazi planes when the 
bomber turned from a successful 
run over warehouses and railway 
yards of Lille. 
“One 20-millimeter cannon shell 
hit our tail and a couple went into 
the bomb: bay, cutting cables and 
tearing a three-inch rip in the gas 
line,” said Lieut, Tate. 

“Then another 20 - millimeter 
came in right under the pilot’s seat. 
When it blew up it busted our 
oxygen lines.” 

Lieut, Tate kept the ship at from 
20,000 to 26,000 feet, and instructed 
the crew to use emergency sup- 
plies of oxygen in “walk-about bot- 
tles” and “bailout flasks.” _.. 
“After we got to safe territory 
and were about half way back 
across the channel Moses crawled 
from his upper gun turret and 
down through the bomb bay,” Lieut. 
Tate continued, “Gas uirting 
from the broken line blew into his 
face, blinding him, but he kept 
feeling about until he found the 
hole.” 

By that time gasoline was half 
an inch deep in the bomb bay. 

. At freezing altitudes Moses held 
the break closed until he was re- 
lieved by Lieut. Orval Huff of 
Waterman, Ill, bombardier. Then 
turns holding the line were taken 
by Lieut, Thaddeus Isaiah Haw- 


kins Jr., of Griffin, Ga., navigator, 
and Staff Sergt. Edward W. Eich- 
mann, Milwaukee, Wis., gunner, 

Co-pilct Lieut. Alfred Asch, 22, 
of Beaverton, Mich., acted quickly 
in taking over control of the ship 
when Lieut. Tate lost conscious- 
ness from lack of oxygen. 

“Asch took over the controls, 
and at the 
oxygen from a bailout bottle,” 
Lieut, Tate said. 

In the nose of the plane, Mawk- 
ins was performing a similaf serv- 
ice for Huff, who lost conscious- 
ness when the oxygen lines were 
hit. 

“Hawkins took over all three 
guns, and gave Huff a spare 
mask,” said Tate, “But Huff was 
too weak to put on the mask, so 
between taking shots at the attack- 
ing enemy Hawkins had to kick 
him back into consciousness with 
the help of the mask.” 

Tate brought the stricken plane 
down on a fighter field with both 
tires punctured, and there was 
momentary danger of crashing in- 
to a group of Spitfires, But quick 
action by Asch locked one of the 
wheels, causing the plane to 
swerve,

At the minimum price of $10 a 
ton, this means $7540 for the 
schools. in the case of public and 
Lutheran s¢hools the money will 
be used by the Junior Red Cross, 
and in the case of the Catholic 
schools it will be used for charity. 


Pupils Start Own Pile, 


Three students of Hawthorne 
School, University City, who live 
in the 8400 block of Kempland 
place, a mile and a half from the 
school, started their own scrap 
pile in a nearby vacant lot rather 
than haul the metal to the school. 


By yesterday afternoon they had 
gathered two and a half tons of 
railroad spikes, sinks, furnaces, 
beds and other junk. They asked 
the University City Health Depart- 
ment to send a truck to take their 
scrap directly to a salvage dealer’s 
yard and credit it to their school.

CHECK-OFF. CLAUSE ORDERED 
IN FOUNDRIES’ CONTRACTS 


American Steel Foundries was 
ordered by the War Labor Board 
in Washington yesterday to in- 
clude a maintenance of member- 
ship clause and a voluntary check- 
off system of dues collection in 
its .contracis with the United 
Steel Workers of America (CIO) 
covering ‘employes in the compa- 
ny’s Granite City and East St.

Under the liebe mainte- 
mance clause, workers are given 
15 days to withdraw from the 
union if they wish. Those remain- 
ing, as well as those subsequently 
joining the union, must continue 
as members in good standing for 
the duration of the contract. 

Another provision: of the con- 
tract protects individual workers 
from being coerced into union 
membership. The contract was 
ordéred by a vote of eight to 
four, the employer members of 
the WLB dissenting: The CIO 
claims a 90 per cent membership 
in the two plants.

Mott said the statement of pur- 
pose made at the time of the filing 
of the application last month would 
still express his intention as to the 
future of the property. That 
statement, which he read to the 
reporter, said as to the reorganiza- 
tion proposal: 

“It seeks in the final analysis to 
place the company in a stronger 
financial position, so that it may 
continue to render efficient serv- 
ice to its customers. This is ac- 
complished by retiring bonds of the 
St. Louis County Water Co. now 
outstanding and issuing new first 
mortgage bonds bearing a lower 
rate of interest, also retiring its 
preferred stock, which carries a 
dividend rate of $6 a share, and to 
issue in lieu thereof $1,500,000 par 
value of debentures bearing 4% per 
cent interest. The present out- 
standing first mortgage bonds of 
the company bear an average inter- 
est rate of approximately 3.85 per 
cent. The new bonds will bear 
3% per cent interest. 

“The present bank loan will be 
retired and the working capital in- 
creased. There will be no change 
in personnel or management, and 
the operation of the company will 
continue to be in the hands now in 
charge.” 

Had Not Heard of Inquiry. 

Mott was asked whether the 
withdrawal was connected in any 
manner with the prospective inves- 
tigation, by the St. Louis County 
grand jury, of an attempt to bring 
about the sale of the water com- 
pany to the county, to become a 
publicly owned utility. Mott said 
he had not heard that there was 
to be any investigation. 

Under the plan outlined in the 
application filed last month, the 
company was to be taken over, 
after, payment of the outstanding 
bonds, preferred stock and bank 
loans, by a new company owned 
by Mott. The new company would 
issue $7,000,000 new mortgage 
bonds and $1,500,000 debentures. 
This would leave no stock in the 
hands of the public, and all divi- 
dends would be payable to Mott. 
The company made a net profit of 
$287,901 last year. 

Part of the plan was to incor- 
porate a new concern known as 
the Suburban Water Co., which 
later, after completing the changes 
in financial set-up would change 
its name back to St. Louis Water 
Co. The County Water Co. would 
also become owner .of Lexington 
(Mo.) Water Co., which Mott pur- 
chased recently for $232,000.

Steps Outlined. 

The five steps in the Govern- 
ment plan follow: 

1. Rationing of used tires and 
recaps, and new tires now in 
stock, to provide as far as pos- 
sible the minimum essential mile- 
age to each of the nation’s pas- 
senger cars, 

2. Actual control of each car’s 
mileage through the rationing of 
gasoline to prevent unnecessary 
driving and to hold the national 
average down to 5000 miles per 
car per year. 

8. Compulsory periodic inspec- 
tion of al] tires to guard against 
abuse and to prevent wear be- 
yond the point where they can 
be recapped. 

4. Denial of gasoline and of 
tire replacement to cars whose 
drivers persistently violate -the 
national 35-mile-an-hour speed 
limit. : 

5. Capacity use, through’ car- 
sharing, of every car on every 
trip so far as possible. 

Steckpile Planned. 

A national stockpile of “all the 
idle passenger car tires in the 
country” must be created if the 
plan is to work, Henderson said, 
adding that the details of the 
stock-piling program would be an- 
nounced within three or four days. 

The complete mileage rationing 
program will go into operation, he 
said, when coupon rationing of 
gasoline on a nationwide basis be- 
gins Nov, 22, 

Associates of Henderson dis- 
closed that the stockpile~f used 
and unused idle tires would be 
built up through an appeal for 
voluntary sales by motorists of all: 
tires owned by them in excess of 
five for each car. 

The Rubber Reserve Corpora- 
tion, owned by the Government, 
will purchase the tires at prices 
fixed by OPA. 

To make the plan as effective as 
possible, arrangements have even 
been made with tthe Railway Ex-

It was noted that any incentive 
to hoard tires against future needs 
would be removed by the program 
for supplying tires to all drivers.

OF MEETING HERE 


Canadian. S. Confer- 


ence. Opening Tomor- 
row Will Discuss Ef- 


fects of Shortages. 


Maintenance of public health and 
of the efficiency of war production 
workers in the face of rationing 
and threatened food shortages will 


be discussed by health and hospital 
officials at a joint war conference 
of American and Canadian Hospi- 
tals, which opens tomorrow in 
Municipal Auditorium. 

The conference, sponsored by the 
American Hospital Association, 
will continue through Friday and 
will be attended by hospital admin- 
istrators, dietitigns, food producers 
and processors and Government 
and Army health officials. 

Preceding the conference are 
meetings of the American Protes- 
tant Hospital Association, which 
opened yesterday and will continue 
today at Hotel Jefferson, and the 
American College of Hospital Ad- 
ministrators, meeting today in the 
same hotel, and tomorrow at the 
hotel and at Municipal Auditorium. 
The tenth annual convention of 
the American Association of Nurse 
Anethetists runs concurrently with 
the conference, ending Thursday 
night. - ed 

H. J. Mohler, president of the 
St. Louis Hospital Council and gen- 
eral chairman of the joint war con- 
ference, explained that health prob- 
lems facing civilians as well as 
members of the armed services are 
equally important to executives of 
hospitals in the United States and. 
Canada. 

Man power shortages, particular- 
ly of nurses, are the chief problem 
confronting hospital executives, 
John H,. Olsen, administrative di- 
rector of Richmond Memorial Hos- 
pital, Staten Island, N. Y., and 
president of the Protestant hos- 
pital group, told a Post-Dispatch 
izeporter. 

Urges Need of Nurses. 

While the Government has set 
up a quota of 3000 nurses a month 
for enlistment with the armed 
services, Olsen said, hospital train- 
ing schools would turn out only 
15,000 graduates nurses this year. 
He called for a sharp step-up in 
the volunteer nurses’ aide program 
of the American Red Cross and 
the Office of Civilian Defense to 
help fill the gap. 

About 29,000 women are on duty 
now as nurses’ aids, Olsen stated, 
with an additional 20,000 in train- 
ing toward the original goal of 
100,000, 

This goal must be increased to 
250,000 by the end of 1943, Olsen 
declared, if hospitals are to main- 
tain proper care for patients. He 
added that hospitals would be able 
to train this huge corps if the vol- 


it, and by “combining welfare and 
employment agencies for semi-re- 
tired persons who will work part 
time. But if it were not for vet- 
eran employes who have stayed 
with us because they consider hos- 
pital work their calling, the hos- 
pitals couldn’t survive.” 
Hospitalizing Civilians 

The Rev. John G. Martin, ad- 
ministrator of the Hospital of St. 
Barnabas, Newark, N. J., told a 
meeting of the association yester- 
day that the federal government 
had indicated its intention to pro- 
vide for payment to hospitals of 
the costs of care of civilian casu- 
alties caused by the war. Studies 
of a permanent hospital insurance 
plan for wage earners under the 
social security are under 
way, he told the meeting, although 
ho immediate legislation is 
planned. A payroll tax of between 
0.7 and 15 per cent would cover 
the costs, the speaker reported. 

Other speakers at yesterday’s 
sessions discussed problems and 
responsibilities of church hospitals 
in the war. Tiyty included Dr. 
Claude W. Munger, administrator 
of St. Luke’s Hospital, New York; 
Lieut. Col. Ella Mae Bergner, of 
the Salvation Army, New York, 
and the Rev. Seward Hiltner, of 
New York, executive secretary of 
the Committee on Religion and 
Health of the Churches of Christ 
in America. 

Volunteers To Be Recruited. 

Methods of keeping citizens of 
the United Nations physically fit 
and reports on prevention of war- 
time diseases occupy important 
places on the conference program, 
Mohler said. A national program 
for recruiting and training women 
volunteers to relieve the critical 
shortage of nurses in hospitals will 
be drawn up during the sessions.

Actual Temperature Will Depend: 
ence for Warmer House for Shorter 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
Here are answers prepared by the 
Office of Price Administration to 
some of the questions being asked 
by householders subject to fuel-oil 
rationing in 30 Hastern and Mid- 
western states, including Missouri 
and Illinois: : 

Q. What types of fuel oil are 
being rationed? 

A. All grades of distillate and 
residual fuel oils, kerosen and 


Diesel fuel. 

Q. What is to be accomplished 
by the rationing plan? 

A. It ig designed to assure con- 
sumers an equality of comfort, de- 
spite the necessity for curtailing 
over-all consumption by one-third. 
Does this mean that every 
home: will be assured the same de- 
gree of comfort? 

A. No. It means that most 
home owners can have the same 
degree of comfort—if. they pred 
insulation, burner and heating 
plant efficiency up to standard. 

Q. Will rations be issued on the 
assumption that these things have 
been done?, 

A. Yes. 

Q. What temperature will the 
average home owner be able to 
maintain under rationing? 

._ A, While a 65-degree day-time 
temperature is a factor in the heat- 
loss formula, the actual tempera- 
ture will depend on the individ- 
ual’s preference as to whether he 
would like a higher or lower tem- 
perature for a shorter or a longer 
period of the day. 

Q. When will the plan be in- 
stituted? 

A. It will be instituted formally 
about mid-October. Actually, re- 
strictions have been in effect since 
Oct. 1. The consumer’s inventory 
on that date and the purchases he 
has made since are to be consid- 
ered part of his ratian. 

Q. How will consumers give ra- 
tioning authorities the information 
needed to determine their ration? 

A. On application blanks to be 
supplied by their dealers. The 
blanks when filled out are to be 
mailed to a local war price and 
rationing board, which will issue 
the ration. 

Must Know Living Space. 

Q. What special information is 
needed for the application? 

A. You need to know: The 
square foot area of each room used

Q. How does the plan allow for 
differences in climate? 
A. OPA has divided the rationed 
area into four thermal zones to 
allow for disparities in climate in 
the North, Central, South and Deep 
South “areas. / They are referred 
to as Zones A, B, C and D, re- 
spectively.

fuel needs. . 
Q. What are these periods? 
A. They will vary somewhat 
among the four zones. Roughly, 
the first period will include Sep- 
tember, October and November; pe- 
riod two, December; period three, 
January; period four, February; 
period, five, March, April, May, 
June, July and August, 

Q. What has this to do with the 
season's fuel oi] allotments? 

A. The season’s ration of fuel 
oil will be allocated equally by 
heating periods. 

Coupons of Indefinite Value. 

Q. What is the value, in gallons 
of fuel oil of each coupon? 

A. The coupons have an indef- 
inite value, expressed in terms of 
units. The first period value is 
10 gallons per unit. Values for 
subsequent periods will be an- 
nounced later, 

Q. Why are the coupons of in- 
definite value? : : 

A. To permit periodical adjust- 
ment of the gallonage value to 
conform with the available supply 
of fuel oil and weather conditions. 

Q. Will any additional allow- 
ances be granted families with 
small children? . — 

A. Yes, Families in private homes 
with children under 4 will be 
eligible fcr 125 additional gallons 
of fuel oil in Zone A, 100 gallons 
in Zone B, 75 gallons in Zone C 
and 50 gallons in Zone D. 

Q. What about private homes in 
which an occupant is ill, or those 
occupied by aged persons?

The St. Louis Council of Parent- 
Teacher Associations will propose 
to the Board of Education Tues- 
day a plan whereby the P.-T.A. 
mothers will take school children 
to the city’s health clinic for tox- 
oid inoculations against diph- 
theria. Under the proposed pro- 
gram, principals in all elementary 
schools will send a letter to pupils’ 
parents asking if their children 
have been inoculated. 

To parents who reply that their 
children have not received the 
toxoid shots, the P.-T. A. will send 
cards urging that inoculation be 
done by the family physician or at 
the city clinic. Those who wish to

Efficient and Diplomatic; 
Superbly Trained for Job. 


To those Americans who feel that the |? 
Nazi clique, improving the intricate system |? 
of the great Ludendorff of World War I, has 
developed a supply organization superior to 
anything a democracy can produce, it may be 
reassuring to state that lean, hard, indefa- | 
tigable Somervell has, through chance per- 
haps, been superbly trained for his present 
assignment. A rare combination of efficiency 
and diplomacy, he is confident that ‘our 
Services of Supply, although started seven 
years after the Nazis began their ruthless 
preparation for an aggressive war, will do 
its part in the final Allied victory. 


“When Adolf Hitler put his army on 
wheels,” Somervell said to the Post-Dispatch, 
“*he drove right down our alley.” . 


Somervell believes American civilians can 
make their maximum contribution to victory 
in a truly democratic way if they ‘will volun- 
tarily sacrifice their usual comforts and their 
political, economic, racial and religious dif- 
ferences for the duration, but with a military 
singleness of purpose, he also believes that 
victory over the Germans and Japs must be 
attained, whatever the. cost. 

Somervell .is in that group.of: ranking offi- 
cials who think the people should be told 
in no uncertain terms that the Allies have 
Aost nearly every major engagement so far.

C and B Rations. 

C ration is granted to motorists 
in 14 types of occupations consid- 
ered essential to the war effort 
and to public health and_ safety.

Doctors get C books. So do war 
workers in certain. classifications. 
So, for example, do scientists 
working on war projects and sub- 
ject to irregular hours of work. 
B books are granted, and the 
same holds true to a more limited 
degree of C books, only if the ap- 
plicant is part of a motor pool in 
which he shares his car with 
others. For example, a man liv- 
ing 15. miles from a city can get 
a B ration to go to work ‘in the 
city if he gets three or four of 
‘his neighbors to go in on a car 
pool, Then he takes his car one 
or two days a week and his 
neighbors take theirs on the other 
days. 

There is, however, a loophole in 
this requirement.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 
Against Arbitrary Gas Rationing. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE plan announced by OPA for fra- 
tioning gasoline in areas where there 
is no shortage is unnecessarily harsh, ill- 
advised and a direct threat to the war 
production program, 

There is not the slightest excuse to 
clamip the entire nation under a ration- 
ing program patterned after the one es- 
tablished in the East. In the 31 remain- 
ing states where no gasoline shortage 
exists, the problem is soleiy to eliminate 
unnecessary driving in order to conserve 


. rubber and automotive equipment. The 


transportation setup here differs radical- 
ly from that in the 17 Hastern states in 
that distances are greater and public 
facilities for travel are less adequate. 
Since trains, busses and trolleys are al- 
ready overtaxed, the big job in the Mid- 
west and the West is to maintain, and 
not to reduce, the flow of essential traf- 
fic. 

Our need, therefore, is for two distinct 
rationing programs. Tire and automotive 
conservation will automatically take care 
of itself in areas where gasoline allot- 
ments are made on the basis of avail- 
able supply. OPA’s program for the oth- 
er areas having an abundance of motor 
fuel must be based on the needs of each 
individual motorist, due consideration 
being given to his contribution to the 
war effort, and not on an arbitrary re 
duction in total mileage. 

If OPA is allowed to place the entire 
country in a strait jacket, restricting 
the use of private automobiles at will, 
the War Production Board will bind it- 
self to the mercy of each and every local 
rationing body and would be helpless to 
carry out its own production schedules. 
OPA certainly has no clear authority to 
restrict the use of private vehicles ex- 
cept to eliminate unnecessary driving. 
Neither has it the authority to decide as 
a basis for rationing gasoline what trade 
or profession is essential. The WPB has 
sole jurisdiction in both .cases, subject 
to presidential order, by virtue of its 
right to set production quotas and allo- 
cate materials. ; 

Donald Nelson has called for “too 
much—now” and the only way the 
schedule he has set can be maintained 
is to use everything we have in equip- 
ment and manpower. Global wars can- 
not be won on foot.

T. LOUIS is conducting a personal 
S war of its own on rats and it is not 
altogether unrelated to the World War, 
since war on rats is a war on disease 
germs and carriers. The whole town 
seems to be pepped up over this city- 
wide effort to control the spread of these 
vermin and gradually exterminate them. 

The following aid in keeping garbage 
from rats might be worth passing on: 

Build a stand from one to two feet 
high inside the back fence and keep the 
garbage pail on_this stand or box, then, 
with a small cHain about 1% feet long 
attached to the handle of the lid, staple 
the chain to the fence, so that when the 
pail is empty the lid hangs inside the 
fence. The housewife replaces the lid 
when garbage is placed in the pail. 

Most of the exposed garbage through- 
out the city is the result of lids being 
crushed or carelessly dropped in the 
alley by the garbage collectors. If the lid 
does not cover the pail securely, then' a 
brick should be placed on top of the lid 
so that dogs and cats can’t push the lid 
off while prowling during the night and 
expose the garbage. Some such plan of 
prevention should precede the campaign 
of rat extermination. -There should also 
be co-operation of the city garbage col- 
lectors in helping to keep the pails and 
lids from being battered up by careless

This wave of criticism of American aid, we be- 
lieve, comes somewhat as a surprise to many Amer-: 
icans, who read of American planes and tanks in 
Egypt, of convoys (although badly punished) to Mur- 
mansk and Archangel, of supplies of all kinds shipped 
to Britain and of American fighter and bomber 
planes over Western Europe, to say nothing of our 
expeditionary forces to Iceland, Northern Ireland, 
Britain, Egypt and the Southwest Pacific. 

Of course, the details and amounts of aid can- 
not be given, so no public estimate can’ be made 
of the extent to which we have fulfilled our lease- 
lend obligations, but a criticism in high places has 
been that we are spreading our men and supplies 
too thin. For example, Lieut. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, 
commander of the First Army, said Thursday night 
in New’ York: “In our eagerness to overcome weak- 
ness everywhere, we may find ourselves strong no- 
where, We must see the real target and atrike 
ruthlessly.” 

The impatience of our Allies to get on with the 
war is understandable, but is it not true that our 
production, while big, is only now assuming the 
massive proportions outlined in the blueprints? The 
conversion of Detroit from a peacetime automobile 
manufacturing city into a mass-production center: 
for the engines of war has been completed only with- 
in the last few months. There is also the shipping 
shortage and the terrific toll of merchant ships, 
particularly on the sea lanes to Russia. 

Before we subscribe to the serious charge that 
our military leaders are exhibiting a “new isolation- 
ism” by preventing supplies from going abroad, we 
should like to hear what they and President Roose- 
velt have to say about the matter. It may well 
be that there is decidedly another side to the story.

ADVANTAGE OF PHONE PRIORITIES. 

It would be easy enough to argue that, next to the 
automobile, modern American life developed around 
the telephone. We've come to take this “miracle 
of science” for granted. It is used for bridge invita- 
tions, juicy bits of gossip, as a substitute for love 
letters—and just about anything and everything else 
that can be imagined. 

This is fine. It’s one of the proofs that the 
abundant life has become possible in this big, rich, 
good-natured country of ours. But the war, which 
is sharply restricting the pleasures and the con- 
veniences of the automobile, is now reaching out 
for the telephone, too. 

By way of a beginning, the Government has an- 
nounced that long distance calls will henceforth be 
subject to a system of priorities. If a call is not 
more or less connected with the war or some other 
major matter, it i® likely to be cut off very brusquely 
to clear the wires for a conversation of pressing 
importance. : 

' Telephone. users will not complain. They would 
actually set up a long, loud, grateful cheer if they 
could be sure that the new rules will be invoked 
against the party guest who always ‘gets the bright 
idea of using his host’s phone to call up an all-but- 
forgotten pal in San Francisco. 

END OF THE RED ARMY COMMISSARS. 

After the splendid performance of the Red Army 
against Hitler’s legions, it probably was inevitable 
that Moscow should put an end to the system of 
political commissars, as it did yesterday. It is true 
that the duties of these men changed with the years, 
so that Leland Stowe was able to describe them re- 
cently as “a combination of propagandist, army chap- 
lain, educational director and efficiency expert, all 
rolled into one,” and to give them credit for the 
fine morale of the Soviet troops. 

However, as was pointed out by Stalin yesterday, 
the commissar system had its inception in the early 
days of the new Russia when the country was com- 
pelled to entrust its army to old Czarist officers in 
whom it had little faith. Then it was the duty of 
the commissars not only to indoctrinate the troops 
politically, but also to keep a sharp eye on their 
commanders. / 

Today’s Russian army leaders, however, have so 
completely demonstrated their loyalty that it is con- 
sidered something of an affront to subject them 
even to a vestige of this old system based on suspi- 
cion. Orders have, therefore, been issued to induct 
qualified commissars as regular military officers and

Thus, Moscow not only pays a tribute to its loyal 
leaders on the battlefield, but actually increases 
their number at a time when new leaders in the war 
against Hitler must be welcome.

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_ THE MUSEUM BORROWS—AND BUYS. 

A visit to the City Art Museum just now is more 
exciting than it has been in a long time, The walls 
seem to be trying to outdo the color and sparkle 
of these glorious Indian summer days. 

First of all, there is the Kokoschka show. The 
intricacies of the double portrait of “Dr. Tietze and 
His Wife,” the early “Blue Boy” and the brilliant 
‘Thames panorama of “London Bridge” evoke real 
enthusiasm. Next to this collection is the room in 
which the Museum has for some time been display- 
ing paintings by Beckman, Matisse, Picasso and 
other moderns, And, in addition.to these two. fea- 
tures, there is a good display of American prints. 

The trouble is that, with a very few exceptions, 
all this is borrowed glory. No one institution can 
have a monopoly on all the fine things of one master 
or one period, and it is doing its best by its visitors 
when, from time to time, it gives space to collections 
assembled from other galleries, public and private. 

But the City Museum too rarely acquires a good 
contemporary canvas, These shows help to under- 
score this fact. True, the Museum bought a Kokosch- 
ka this spring, but its recently published annual re- 
port shows that, with the exception of the McMillan 
Fund acquisitions, this and a bust by Kaethe Koll- 
witz are the only modern pieces of much consequence 
in a rather long list. \ 

More recent purchases, including the Zurbaran 
still life which has just beén announced, illustrate 
the same trend.. Here again, the Museum has 
“played it safe” with the result that it got a mas- 
ter’s signature on one of his less celebrated pictures. 
Zurbaran, admittedly one of the great painters of 
Spain’s golden seventeenth century, is less famous for 
still lifes than for his bare, grim paintings of the 
monks of Estramadura. 

This sort of thing is almost inevitable if the man- 
agers of the people’s museum are going to concen- 
trate on unquestioned old masters, Only by a happy 
accident can they hope to obtain a really superb 
painting out of the past. But, with courage and dis- 
erimination, relatively little money today can: pur- 
chase the old masters of tomorrow. 
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PERILS OF THE BIRD ADDICT. |. 
For many years, members of the St. Louis Bird 
Club and the Webster Groves Nature Study Society 
have been free to prowl, ramble, scout, climb, sit 
and perch in various wooded spots in and about 
this city as they pursued their innocent pastime 
of studying birds. Variously equipped with tele- 
scopes of imposing length, binoculars of great 
power, opera glasses, field guides full of colorful 
plates, note books and cameras, they did as they 
pleased. J 
True, occasional passers-by would stare and some- 
times comment rather rudely about the sanity of 
these lovers of nature, but by and large, the study 
of the feathered world was one that could be carried 
on in peace and comfort. Ag one standard bird 
book put it: “Do you want to know the birds and 
call them by their familiar names? You may do so 
if you will, provided. you have keen eyes and a 
pocket full of patience.” 
But now the birder must reckon with policemen, 
constables, F. B. I. agents and ordinary suspicious 
people, most of whom don’t know a red-headed 
woodpecker from a tufted titmouse, Evidently he 
should have a pocket full of affidavits as to his 
identity. Just the other day, a police sergeant spied 
a gentleman with binoculars trained on the water- 
works settling basins at Chain of Rocks Park. The 
gentleman was hustled to the district police sta- 
tion, grilled by F. B. I. agents and released three 
hours later after he afforded proof he was “just 
a birder.” There have been several other incidents 
where the pursuit of ornithology has caused bird- 
lovers to fall under suspicion. 
It is indeed too bad that the uninitiated , Should 
be allowed to give such “bleak welcome to ‘the 
blithe bird-lover.” ‘Why could not a saboteur be 
distinguished from a birder in three minutes, in- 
stead of three hours, simply by asking him a few 
standard questions from a form, such as: Is the blue 
jay known as cyanocitta cristata or regulus satrapaf 
Is the towhee’s song fricative or just liquid sibilant?

T the outbreak of the war, the Ameri- 
can bombardment plan embodied these 
requirements: Daylight operations, high- 
level bombing, formation flying, highly 
trained crews, fast,. well-armored, well- 
gunned planes, precision bombsight, any 
kind of weather, long range. 
_ The British theory differed from ours in 
every one of these eight considerations. The 
British built bombers quickly to attack the 
Ruhr industria]: district. They had no pre- 
cision bombsight, no time to train crews 
or to teach formation flying, the weather 
was foul and the range was short. So they 
designed big, relatively slow ships in which 
quickly trained crews could ferry big bomb 
loads the short distance to the Ruhr and 
drop them at night, indiscriminately, at 
chimney-top levels. 

When we sent them the first 21 B-17’s, 
the British examined them and said they 
were worthless. The ships were worthless 
‘as they stood—without self-sealing gas 
tanks, proper armor and defensive guns— 
but what the British did not recognize was 
that the ship was basically designed to do 
a job that their planes could not do. 

We advised the British not to take the 
planes over France, but to use them as 
trainers so that when we did send over the 
new armored, properly gunned models, 
crews would be able to operate them. We 
told the British further that a crew had 
to drop 200 practice bombs at a target be- 
fore it coul€é handle the American bomb- 
sight skillfully. |

Instead, the British sent the ships over 
France with pick-up crews and instructed 
them to use the Scharnhorst as a practice 
target. I was not surprised when two-thirds 
of the ships were lost and later the Scharn- 
horst dashed out into the Channel none 
the worse for all the reported “hits” the 
green crews had made with the bombsight. 
The B-17 which Gen, Eaker now has in 
England has all the improvements which 
the first ones lacked and which we envis- 
ioned for the ship six years ago. Along 
with the new ships, Gen. EKaker- has the 
American crews which know how to use 
them.

First, the planes are highly developed in- 
struments of destruction. They carry four 
tons of bombs, They attack at 300 miles 
an hour, which means that they travel al- 
most two miles during the 20 seconds re- 
quired for an anti-aircraft shell to travel 
from the ground up to 30,000 feet. They 
have a precision bombsight and an auto- 
matic pilot. Bullet-resisting armor protects 
the pilots. They are the most heavily gunned 
ships in the world. The guns are .50-caliber 
machine guns, aimed with a computing 
sight. They can shoot down a fighter at 
1000 yards, while a fighter can’t fire effec- 
tively at a bomber at more than 200 yards, 
The planes fire in a tight formation which 
will not allow a fighter to attack at any 
angle without coming under the fire of at 
least two ships and many power turrets. 

The squadron is led by officers who have 
lived bombardment aviation for 20 years. 
Our flyers are much more machine-minded 
than the British.

I can arrive at only one conclusion: We 
can bomb Germany by daylight and our 
bombing will be vastly more effective than 
anything yet accomplished by either the 
Germans or the British. It seems to me 
that these basic differences in British and 
American doctrine are compleméntary. ° 

The British like to bomb at night; we 
like to bomb in daylight. What could be.bet- 
ter for us and worse for our enemies? 

The British like to go in for block-bust- 
ing; we like to attack specific targets with 
precision instruments. What could be bet- 
ter? Our planes can come over in the day- 
light and knock down what the British 
missed at night. 

Our American theory-holds that the aerial 
rapier is more effective than the aerial 
broad-ax, We think we can do.more damage 
by using our precision equipment. to drop 
one ton of bombs on the power plant of 
the Focke-Wulf factory in Bremen than the 
British can do by dumping eight tons of 
bombs in the general vicinity of the plant 
at night. During the next few months, we'll 
have ample opportunity to discover who has 
the right idea, and then we both can go 


for it. 


The question of how the weather over 
Europe will affect our doctrine has not been 
settled. The British contend that the low 
European ceilings will make it difficult for 
us to bomb from 30,000 feet, and we con- 
cede that the weather in the North Sea 
area is generally worse than the weather 
where we train our bombing crews. 

But two factors lead me to believe that 
the weather will not prove too serious a 
handicap. First, planes can operate in 
weather in the daytime that would ground 
them for night operations. Also, clouds 
which appear very thick from the ground 
often prove to be thin when you are on 
top. Another favorable factor is that a bom- 
bardier does not have to see the target at 
the moment of release to hit it with the 
American sight. He needs only a glimpse 
as he approaches, 

But even if the weather in Europe does 
prove to be a bigger handicap than we have

The allies attribute their diffi- 
culties to potent military and 
naval influences in Washington 
where supplies are allocated and

This is not the first time that 
delay in making good American 
commitments ‘to allies has created 
strained relations, Last winter and 
spring, the Chinese complained 
that planes and other war imple- 
ments pledged to them by the 
President had been appropriated 
without the President’s knowledge 
by American military authorities, 
to China’s great cost. The White 
House did its best to placate the 
Chinese, but they still complain 
that somebody is preventing them 
from getting promised aid. 

During the early part of the 
year, the Russians complained so 
forcefully about diversion to Amer- 
ican uses of war equipment 
pledged to’ them by Hopkins and 
Harriman that on March 26, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sent a sharp letter 
to the Army and Navy authorities, 
ordering them to cease obstructing 
execution of American commit- 
ments. Supplies for Russia were 
placed high on the American pri- 
ority list, in recognition of Rus- 
sia’s contribution to the United 
Nation’s cause by its fierce re- 
sistance to the Axis. 


British Aid to Russia. 
During my recent visit to Brit- 
ain, I learned that Britain had 
sent Russia more planes, tanks and 
other war material than it had 
pledged, and at considerable hard- 
ship to British fighting forces at 
home and abroad. The British 
sent these shipments to Russia on 
the assurance that consequent de- 
ficiencies in their own fighting 
equipment would be made good 
from American deliveries to Brit- 
ain. I learned that American de- 
liveries of war materials to Brit- 
ain were lagging, but presumed 
they would shortly be made up. 
The heroic efforts of American, 
British, Dutch, Norwegian and 
other navies and merchant ma- 
rines to deliver goods to Russia, 
despite costly German attacks on 
the convoys, led me to believe that 
we, as well as the British, were 
doing everything possible to get 
aid to Russia. 

Knowing the limited supply of 
trained troops and fighting ma- 
terial available in Britain for an 
invasion of Europe, and what had 
been told the Russians in this con- 
nection, I felt that Russian at- 
tempts to compel us to open a sec- 
ond front immediately in western

(Editor’s note:—Last Tuesday, 
the day after Stalin issued his 
provocative appeal, the’ State De- 
partment at Washington disclosed 
the signing of a British-American- 
Soviet protocol covering the deliv- 
ery of supplies to Russia and giv- 
ing formal acceptance to agree- 
ments already in effect providing 
for continuance of the supply pro- 
gram agreed on at the Moscow con- 
ference a year ago. Details of the 
arrangements were not announced. 
The protocol was signed for the 
United States by Acting Secretary 
of State Sumner Welles, for Britain 
by Sir Ronald Campbell,. British 
Minister, and for the Soviet Union 
by Ambassador Maxim Litvinoff.)

Maj. Eliot Says Reckless Critics 


Of Britain Imperil Allied Unity 


Carping of the Uninformed Can Create Dis- 
trust Over Second Front and India That 


Does Not Now Exist, He Asserts.

HE essential ingredient of yictory in a war of coalition is unity. 
This means, of course, unity of purpose and effort, which 
must be implemented by unity of command; but such unity can 


only be realized when it is founded on the spiritual unity of mutual 
confidence between the allied peoples and their governments. 


No machinery, no organization, 
can give this basic and all essen- 
tial unity. It is not a material 
but a spiritual growth, and it is 
a true growth and not a con- 
structed fabric. It requires to be 
nurtured, not to be built. It can 
be blighted by evil powers just as 
in nature bright and promising 
things can be blighted by heat and 
drouth. Like these growing things 
of nature, it is tenderest in youth; 
only with the passage of time 
does it acquire strength to re 
sist. ‘. : 
Unity among the United Nations 


in this war is, in the spiritual 
sense, in. its tender infancy. In 
its growth so far, it has had to 
overcome many difficulties; diffi- 
culties of distance, difficulties of 
political antipathies, difficulties 
arising from ancient jealousies and 
discords, difficulties arising from 
lack of better organization for 
joint action in the common inter- 
ests of the Grand Alliance. 


Some Created by Enemy. 


It has also had to overcome 
difficulties deliberately created by 
the enemy, who has lost no oppor- 
tunity of sowing dissension and 
distrust among those United Na- 
tions whose achievement of true 
spiritual unity must, as he well un- 
derstands, sound the death knell of 
all his evil plans. 

We may well rejoice that, in 
spite of all these trials, all these 
impediments, our inter-allied unity 
has grown as rapidly as it has. 
We may well be hopeful of its de- 
velopment from its present stage 
of promise into a future stage of 
sturdy fulfilment — a fulfilment 
which will be the fulfilment of the 
hopes of free men and women 
everywhere upon this planet. 

ut we must recognize that 
blight is still possible. The growth 
is still a tender one. It is bright 
with promise, but it cannot yet 
stand alone four-square to weather 
every storm. . 

Is it not enough that it should 
overcome the static difficulties 
of time and distance and history: 
that it should resist the insidious 
devices of the enemy, without hav- 
ing also to survive the attacks of 
the blind vandalism of those with- 
in our ranks who cannot or will 
not understand its priceless value? 
On Criticism of British. 

In particular it would seem that 
the time has come to put a stop 
to reckless criticism of our British 


allies because of fancied diver- 
gence of policy, or because of the 


incredible complications of the s0- 
called second front (about which 
most of the self-appointed -ritics 
know little) or the even more in- 
credible complications of the 
litical situation in India (about 
which few of the self-appointed 
critics know anything). 


These criticisms are not repre- 
sentative of American thought— 
at present. Those who, in voicing 
such views, appoint themselves 
spokesmen for the American peo- 
ple assume a responsibility for 
which they have no authority and 
which is not founded in fact, and 
which should appall them by the 
immensity of its possible conse- 
quence to the allied cause—which 
is also their country’s cause. 


But it must be remembered that 
by the very dint of reckless repe- 
tition, \such statements tend to 
create amongst the unthinking, 
amongst those who are ready to 
adopt ready-made opinions, that 
very state of mind which these 
self - appointed spokesmen assert 
already to exist. 


No Distrust of British. 


* This writer has traveled widely 


in this country and enjoys the 
benefits of—a considerable cor- 
respondence and acquaintance. I 
can assert without the least hesi- 
tation that there is at present in 
the United States neither any wide- 
spread suspicion of British honesty 
of purpose nor doubt of essential 
British adherence to those basic 
principles of freedom for which 
this war is being fought and which 
constitute the soil in which our 
interallied unity must be rooted, 


Whoever asserts the contrary 
either does not know what he is 
talking about, or desires to con- 
tribute to the very conditions he 
deplores. Neither enemy propa- 
ganda nor ill-informed (even if 
well-intentioned) criticism by ir- 
responsible Americans has suc- 
ceeded as yet in making either the 
second front or the Indian question 
a major issue with the American 
people. But this is not to say that 
these things cannot come to pass 
if fools continue to rush in where 
angels fear to tread. 


It is time, and past time, that 
every American who loves his coun+ 
try and truly wishes to see it vic- 
torious in this war and who has 
in any degree access to the public 
ear. should approach the responsi- 
bilities thus laid upon him with 
prayer and with humility, taking 
to himself the sacred charge which 
the people of ancient Rome used to 
lay on their magistrates in time of 
peril “to see to it that the Republic 
receives no harm.”

HIS’ winter will be Moscow’s 
Valley Forge. That is the fact 
which stdnds out :as Russia’s 
capital enters its second year of 
war. 

Externally, the city may not seem 
strikingly different. Its boulevards, 
as of old, glisten with the red and 
gold of autumn leaves. Its shop 
windows bear posters announcing 
concerts, plays and lectures. Opera 
and theaters are crowded and the 
pace of life is faster. 

But this cannot hide the essen- 
tial austerity of the city’s life. Mus- 
covites no longer see on the streets 
the things they were accustomed 
to. In September and October of 
1941, Moscow’s boulevards were 
fragrant with the odor of apples, 
melons and grapes. At almost ev- 
ery street corner stood fruit stands 
or hucksters’ barrows, laden with 
fruit and vegetables. 

Now, in these cold gray days, the 
streets are empty of these sights. 
Where people once carried bulging 
shopping bags, today they may be 
seen carefully carrying a head of 
cabbage, a few potatoes or beet 
roots, as though they were an im- 
mense treasure. And on the squares 
where the fruit stands used to be, 
the muzzles of anti-aircraft guns 
point skyward. 


Firewood Rationed. 

Stocks of logs are piled on the 
boulevards near the street car 
stops. Muscovites come with hand- 
barrows—sometimes with only a 
length of rope—and on presenting 
their ration cards receive a load of 
firewood, which they carry away in 
the barrows or on their own backs. 

The Muscovites know that when 
winter comes, its snowstorms and 
its 40-degrees-below-zero frosts will 
spell acute hardship for them. 

Last winter entailed great suf- 
fering for the Russians. In Mos- 
cow few houses were heated. 
Housewives were unable to cook 
meals or even to boil water for tea, 

The coal fields of the Donbas, 
in the Ukraine, are now in German 
hands, and the oil of the Trans- 
caucasus has been cut off by the 
German advance of recent weeks. 
But Muscovites are not giving 
way to despair, despite the fact 
that their country is locked in a 
life-and-death struggle. For the 
last month hundreds of thousands 
of Moscow inhabitants, most of 


have been cutting wood and dig- 
ging peat for fuel, : 
Thanks to the almost super- 
human ‘efforts of the volunteers 
and the citizens drafted to perform 
this work in their spare time, the 
first consignments of wood and 
t are now reaching Moscow 
for distribution. 
Autumn came early this Year, 
and Muscovites had to hurry to 
bring in the harvest from their 
backyard vegetable gardens and 
from the patches assigned outside 
the city for vegetable plots. ;

This is but one sidelight on the 
new and cordial relationship being 
built up between the United 
States and the Moslem domain of 
young King Zahir Shah. 

Formal’ Afghan-American con- 
nections date only from 1926, when 
a treaty of friendship was signed. 
Ten years later, the American 
Minister to Iran was accredited 
also as Minister to Afghanistan, 
but the Afghans were disap- 
pointed that the United States did 
not regard their country of suf- 
ficient importarice to send a resi- 
dent Minister to Kabul. Their 
wish has been gratified with the 
arrival ‘of Cornelius Van Engert, 
Washington's first Minister to 
Kabul. 

Afghan-American relations not 
only have been brief, they have 
been gratifyingly uncomplicated. 
In 1937, an American concern, the 
Inland Exploration Co., obtained 
a concession in Western Afghan- 
istan and struck oil. The conces- 
sion was later abandoned because 
of transport difficulties and the 
opening of the richer and more 
accessible Bahrein field, America 
sent occasional teachers to Af- 
ghanistan. Afghanistan sent oc- 
casional students to America, Af- 
ghanistan bought American auto- 
mobiles. The United States 
bought a third of Afghanistan’s 
caracul output, These were about 
the extent of Afghan-American 
dealings up to the time the lega- 
tion opened for business. 


Caracul Sold to U. S. 


Today both countries are work- 
ing to put their friendship on a 
still firmer basis. This year the 
United States will take’ practically 
all of Afghanistan’s two million 
caracul lambskins, representing 84 
per cent of the country’s export 
trade. The Afghans want to buy 
American cars and manufactured 
products in exchange. They may 
also seek lend-lease privileges. 
Another sign of amity is the im- 
pending arrival of three American 
teachers in Kabul. The Afghans 
like Americans and want more of 
them in their service. 

In Kabul I found American le- 
gation officials in temporary 
quarters. A handsome ministerial 
residence is being pushed to com- 
pletion under the watchful eye of 
Charles Thayre, legation secre- 
tary. 
Thayre was astounded one day 
to see an elephant pulling a 
roller over’'a prospective tennis 
court, It was one of Afghanis- 
tan’s two elephants and had been 
loaned as a gesture of co-opera- 
tion. These elephants are the 
remnant of a herd of more than 
80 which had been brought from 
India 40 years ago for hauling 
machinery and guns. 


Devout Moslems. 

Two things about Afghanistan 
struck me as remarkable—its 
royal family and its Moslem aus- 
terity. Ninety-nine per cent of the 
Afghan people. are Moslems and 
the majority devout. Prohibition 
is strictly enforced. In the cities 
nearly all women are heavily 
velied. The Koran forms the basis 
of Afghan laws, and no foreign 
missionaries are admitted, 

As the most orthodox of all 
Moslem countries, Afghanistan is 
deeply sensitive to any develop- 
ments affecting other parts of 
Islam. It has close’ and cordial 
ties with Turkey and sympathizes 
with Turkish aspirations, Turkish 
advisers outnumber all other 
foreign employes of the Afghan 
Government, about 50 Turks serv- 
ing as military instructors and 
doctors. 

At Kabul, a highland city of 
endless walls, I met one of the 
dominant figures of the Moslem 
world, Sardar Mohammed Has- 
him Khan, Prime Minister of Af-

A Working Nobility. 
Afghanistan’s. present ruling 
family is linked with the house 
that has governed the kingdom for 
nearly two centuries. It is a work~- 
ing nobility. The 28-year-old King 
specializes in the study of military 
arts and cultivates the good will 
of the tribal chiefs who are usually 
his guests when they visit Kabul. 
The heavy work of running the 
state is done by: his relatives and 
close followers. Chief among the 
royal relatives are the King’s 
uncles, Hashik Khan and Shah 
Mahoud Khan, who hold the key 
posts of Prime Minister and De 
fense Minister. 

Another uncle is Minister to Lon- 
don. Several cousins occupy high 
posts. Parliament’s function is 
mainly consultative. 

Ruling Afghanistan in a manner 
to satisfy its powerful priestly 
class and its numerous proud 
mountain clans is no easy matter. 
It is always necessary to consider 
the desires of the Moslem mullahs, 
who have a strong religious hand 
over the rural masses. Aman 
an earlier king, today is sitting in 
exile in Rome bécause he ignored 
the mullahs, neglected the Army, 
spent extravagantly and tried in 
imitation of Turkey’s. Mustapha 
Kemal to force Afghanistan into 
western dress and customs over- 
night. 

Afghanistan’s present rulers are 
men of worldly modern views and 
progressive intentions. In talks 
with me both the Prime Minister 
and the Foreign Minister expressed 
keen interest in Afghanistan's fu- 
ture development and post-war 
position. However, religious con- 
siderations and limitations of rev~ 
enue and materials have made it 
necessary for the country to take 
its progress in easy doses. Roads 
have been built, schools established 
and industries started, but the 
country still has far to go in the 
fields of education, public health, 
communications and industrial de- 
velopment. All machinery for 
Afghanistan’s new textile plants,

Wary of Foreign Aid. 
Sandwiched between Russia and 
British India, Afghanistan has had 
a long, hard struggle to maintain 
her independence. The Afghans 
prize their freedom and have been 
reluctant to involve themselves in 
any international] obligations which 
might jeopardize it. They have de- 
clined railways; they have been 
chary about granting concessions 
or accepting foreign loans. Af- 
ghanistan is perhaps the most debt- 
free of all Governments, but its 
annual revenues do not total much 
more than 15 million dollars and it 
has been obliged to sacrifice many 
things it wants and needs, 
Afghanistan has an army of 
about 100,000. Its air force num- 
bers fewer than 50 planes. There 
are probably three million rifles in 
the country, most of them held by 
tribespeople. The sons of some of 
the tribal chiefs come to Kabul 
for training in the State Military 
Academy and others serve on the 
bodyguard of the Minister of De- 
fense. The German advisers to the 
Army have been replaced by Turks. 
Moreign experts in other branches 
of the Government include six 
Britons, mainly in aviation, two 
Swiss, one Hungarian, one Ameri- 
can and few each of French, 
Japanese, Poles and Indians. 
Foreign residents of Kabul are 
obliged to make their own enter- 
tainment, for the stanchly moslem 
town is without night clubs or 
Places of gaiety for unbelievers.

Chinese Foreign Minister and 
brother-in-law of Gen. Chiang Kai- 
shek, were speakers at a Salute to 
China rally in Carnegie Hall on 
the tenth day of the tenth month, 
the thirty-first anniversary of the 
Chinese Republic. 

Warning his audience “the 

Pacific war is and will be a hard 
war,” Grew described China's suf- 
ferings and asserted that “only 
when our own will to win is backed 
by the spirit of sacrifice and con- 
tribution of every man and woman 
in these, our United States, shall 
we be assured of victory.” He said 
that the war would be “well fought 
and well won if we fight for the 
world to come, and not merely 
against the enemies who threaten 
us.” 
He said American sympathy for 
China was based on common views, 
“our respect for the individual] as 
@ man, our abhorrence of fanati- 
cism, our allergy to the idea of the 
state as a religion in itself.” 

He pointed out that the Japa- 
nese has grown formidable and 
well-equipped by utilizing “every 
dangerous force” in industry and 
technology to a high peak, and he 
warned the war held immense con- 
sequences for Americans. 

“Should we lose,” said Grew, 
“The United States would be faced 
by a master-minded Japan and an 
enslaved East Asia possessed with- 
in itself of every raw material, 
every climatic zone, all the sources 
of energy needed to maintain the 
most formidable and autarchic 
military power.” 

Soong’s Plea. 

Soong made a plea for a United 
Nations Executive Council to plan 
now for a stable, peaceful post- 
war world, He appealed for im- 
mediate action toward erecting the 
structure, saying only the. pres- 
sures of conflict would enable men 
to overcome obstacles to co-oper- 
ation, and only an inspiring ideal 
would evoke enthusiasm among 
United Nations youth. - 

President Roosevelt, he said, 
“has again evinced his deep un- 
derstanding of the political senti- 
ments of an aroused Asia” in an- 
nouncing the United States was 
ready to negotiate a new treaty re- 
linquishing extraterritorial rights 
in China. | 

The Chinese, Soong said, have a 
“revolutionary” faith in themselves 
and also’ a “revolutionary faith in 
you, the democracy you Americans 
stand for and your courage to 
build new worlds.” 

In return China asks of America 
“revolutionary faith in yourselves 
and in the possibilities of democ- 
racy. ... To start now, realis- 
tically, to build the kind of demo- 
cratic world that can stay demo- 
cratic after this conflict.” 

Soong said China wanted action 
begun now to assure the four free- 
doms “for Asia as well as for Eu- 
rope and the Americans.”

Families with an A ration—four 
gallons a week—must hoard their 
gas for the kind of errands that 
are always cropping up. Going to 
the doctor, meeting a guest at the 
bus line on a bad night, last min- 
ute emergency’ shopping, these are 
the essentials for which gas must 
be saved. Then with good luck 
there may be enough left over to 
visit friends or relatives on Satur- 
day or Sunday. Note that this 
does not allow for driving to and 
from work, 

Question of Pleasure Driving. 

There have been some within the 
administration who have urged an 
end to all pleasure and Sunday 
driving. They favor a return to 
the motorless Sundays of the last 
war. Henderson has taken the op- 
posite point of view, arguing that 
if families stay within their ra- 
tion they should be allowed, on 
an A book at any rate, to use the 
surplus for the kind of driving 
that means relaxation.

No Synthetic Tires in Sight: 

“I cannot over-emphasize the 
danger we face in our diminishing 
rubber supply, particularly that 
supply that. you have in your 
tires,” Henderson said just after 
the Baruch report. “Too many of 
us have been saying too long: ‘Oh, 
I’ve got another 5000 or 7000 miles 
in my tires. The way I drive that'll 
last until we get synthetic tires,’ 

“Let me tell you that if you have 
10,000 miles in your tires that you 
have no assurance that it will last 
until you get synthetic tires. You 
have no assurance because no one 
can tell you with the certainty 
required when you will get syn- 
thetic tires—and don’t believe any 
statement to the contrary.” 

Following the Baruch report, 
Henderson appealed to motorists 
outside the rationed area to cut 
down their driving and conserve 
their rubber until nationwide ra- 
tioning could be instituted. He said 
then that “unnecessary driving” 
was using enough rubber every 
day.to recap 200,000 tires.

HE effectiveness of the Presi-

Mrs, Somervell, who was a volun- 
teer worker in a Y. M. C. A. canteen 
in Coblenz, Germany, when they 
were married there, died last Janu- 
ary. The Fort Myer household is

The 28 years between Somervell’s 
graduation from West Point in 
1914 and his appointment as com- 
mander of the 8. O. 8S. last March, 
were filled with exceptional oppor 
tunities to prepare for exactly the 
work he is'now in. Some of these 
opportunities Somervell made for 
himself; others he enhanced with 
considerable tact and imagination. 
Not the least of the reasons for 
his rapid advancement is the fact 
that his family moved from Little 
Rock, Ark., where he was born, to 
Washington, D. C., when he was 
15 years old. He knows the na- 
tional capital and the ways of poli- 
tics, diplomacy and bureaucracy, 
Mentally Disciplined. 
Mental discipline came easily to 
him as a youth. His father was a 
physician. and his mother, before 
her marriage, had been a school 
teacher. In Washington the elder 
Somervells established the Bel- 
court Seminary for young women. . 

Somervell was popular at West 
Point. His nickname was “Bill,” 
and the editor of the 1914 year- 
oe gave him the following send- 
off: 
“A photograph taken a year 
from now, tf the photographer 
knew his business, would show a 
stiff hurdle on most any race 
course with a thoroughbred 
ridden by an Army DPngineer 
just taking the jump. Oan you 
recognize the man and do you 
know the title of the picture? 
I would call it ‘Two Thorough- 
breds,’ and I am pretty sure the 
rest of the class would back me 
up. To me the most striking 
characteristic of a thoroughbred 
is that he te clearcut, and that is 
certainly one of Bill’s character- 
istics, not only externally but in- 
ternally. I believe if you could 
take his mind and examine it 
you would find it pigenon-holed 
and arranged like a card inde. 
Bill has won and will always 
retain a host of friends and ad- 
mirers throughout both the.class 
and the corps.” 


Somervell’s high rank at: West 
Point enabled him to select his 
own branch of the service and he 
naturally took the Engineers, then 
and now generally characterized 
as the “intellectual snobs” of the 
Army. Most West Pointers usually 
have to wait several years before 
they see exciting action. Somer- 
‘vell was lucky. He was in Paris 
on a two-month graduation leave 
when World War I broke out in 
1914, and he immediately reported 
‘to the American Embassy for 
duty. He became the cashier for 
the Elbert H. Gary fund for Amer- 
ican refugees and handled more 
than a million dollars in gold with- 
in a short time. 

Astronomical Sums. 

Since that time, he has handled 
or been responsible for astronom- 
ical sums, As New York WPA 
Administrator he supervised a 
monthly payroll of $10,000,000 and 
today his responsibility mounts 
steadily into the billions. 

After the Paris experience he 
was assigned to duty in Washing- 
ton with the Office: of the Chief 
of Engineers and later at nearby 
Fort Belvoir.

His work. during the present 
emergency already has won him 
the Oak Leaf Cluster for his D. 8. 
M. The latest award was for 
clearing up ‘the Quartermaster 
Corps building scandal, the imme- 
diate cause of the Truman investi- 
gation. In talking about this epi- 
sode Somervell usually refers with 
a smile to the “alleged scandal.” 

After the Armistice in 1918, Som- 
ervell went to Coblenz with the 
Army of Occupation, of which he 
was assistant chief of staff of the 
supply division. Here he met his 
future wife. He also met Walter 
D. Hines, director of American 
railroads, who was impressed by 
the young officer’s ability and 
poise. Five years later Hines per- 
suaded the Army to give Somervell 
a six-month leave so he could join 
in a League of Nations survey of 
the transportation facilities of the 
Rhine and Danube rivers. 

On his return to this country, 
Somervell again was attached to 
the Chief Engineer’s office in 
Washington and began his ad- 
vanced professional courses. He 
was graduated from the Engineers’ 
School and later was an honor 
graduate of the Command and, 
General Staff School at Fort Leav- 
enworth. He also was graduated 
by the Army War College in Wash- 
ington. 

Still a comparatively young man, 
he was successively in charge of 
the Washington River and Harbor 
District, president of the Missis- 
sippi River Commission at Vicks- 
burg and Washington and Assist- 
ant District Engineer at Memphis. 


Foreign Service Again. 

In 1933 foreign service again 
calied him. At the request of the 
Turkish Government he was de- 
tailed to make an economic survey 
of Turkey. This took him a year. 
With the aid of his own long legs 
and a Chevrolet he covered terri- 
tory visited by no other foreigner. 
He dictated eight hours a day 
for three months, turning out seven 
heavy volumes. To make his find- 
ings more acceptable, he interlard- 
ed his report with generous quo- 
tations from the public utterances 
of Dictator Kemal Ataturk. This 
job completed, he fell ill from over- 
work. His friends say that this 
survey of Turkey, coupled with his 
work on the Danubian commission, 
has made him an expert on Army 
transport and supply in the Near 
East.

| GHIEF JUSTICE STONE, AT 70, 
| IS EXPECTED T0 STAY ON JOB 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
Chief Justice Harlan Fiske Stone 
will be 70 years old tomorrow, but 
friends say he is too engrossed in 
the litigation before the Supreme 
Court to give any thought to re- 
tirement. 

The age of 70 is a milestone in 
the career of a Justice who has 
served for 10 years, The law pro- 
vides he then may retire at full 
pay, $20,000 a year for an Associ- 
ate Justice and $20,500 for a 
Chief Justice. Justice Stone has 
been on the bench since 1925. 

All signs indicate that Justice 
Stone will go ahead with his duties. 
Charles Evans Hughes served as 
Chief Justice until he was 79 and 
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cessor on June 12, 1941. Previously 
Stone had been Associate Justice.

[siceshow is called the kid top or 

bally show., In the kid top you'll 
find the man who smoxes with his 
eyes and the lady worm handler, 
Here in the seemingly sordid, 
strange half-world of men with 
rubber arms and bodies decorated 
with jab art, you find the midgets 
and giants, lady sword swallowers 
and Siamese twins. The sideshow 
is the little world of nature’s mis- 
fits, the world of the freaks who 
somehow result from a slipped cog 
and turn up with more than the 
routine number of legs and heads. 


Once there was a move among | 


circus and carnival owners to call 
these sideshow stars by the name 
of Strange People. A London 
bishop started a campaign to call 
them .Prodigies. But most freaks 
would rather just be called freaks. 
In fact, after being stared at by 
millions of sideshow customers, 
many of them develop an almost 
fierce pride in their freakish en- 
dowments and come to regard 
themselves as slightly superior to 
the millions of normal people who 
have the misfortune to look alike 
and whose distinguishing charac- 
teristics are unfortunately so little 
pronounced that they can never 
command the attention bestowed 
on the freak. 


Real freaks, or born freaks such 
as the midgets and rubber: men, 
accept synthetic freaks such as 
neon light swallowers and lady 
snake charmers without hesitation 
but with a slight condescension. 
Born freaks grow more and more 
scarce, Science of glandular dis- 
orders has nipped many a poten- 
tial fat lady in the bud of obesity.

MANHATTAN CLAM CHOWDER 

Clams (two or three dozen), one- 
half cup diced salt pork, one onion, 
finely chopped; one shallot, finely 
chopped; two cups diced potatoes, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
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about one-quart of clam broth. If 
there ig lesg add cold water to 
make up the amount. Chop clams 
until they are coarsely minced; 
add them to the strained clam 
broth and proceed with balance of 
recipe. 

Fry salt pork' in heavy frying 
pan until lightly browned, add 
chopped onion and shallot and 
cook colorless. Meanwhile put raw 
diced potatoes in small saucepan, 
cover with boiling water, add salt 
and cook until potatoes are tender. 
Do not overcook, as each piece of 
diced potato should hold its shape. 
Half inch dice ig a good size for 
the potato and quarter inch dice 
for the salt pork, Add cooked po- 
tatoes to minced clams and broth, 
along with the salt pork, on- 
ions and. canned tomatoes. Add 
black pepper and thyme; bring to 
boiling point and serve. 

The number of clams you use in 
the chowder depends on the size 
and whether you like chowder 
thick with clams. Who doesn’t? A 
large cherrystone clam is perfect 
for a chowder, although the soft 
shel] clam, which is much cheaper, 
can be used in the recipe with sat- 
isfactory - results. However, this 
clam has a long black neck and 
skin which must be cut away and 
discarded after steaming. Soft 
shell clams hold a great amount of 
sand also, so much care must be 
exercised to free them of all sand 
before and after steaming.

Then add salt pork‘ and 
onion to parboiled potatoes and 
let simmer until potatoes are ten- 
der. Meanwhile melt butter, blend 
in. flour and gradually’ add cold 
milk and stir until smooth and 
boiling point is reached. Combine 
mixtures and add clams which 
have been brought to a boil in 
their own liquor. Add seasonings 
and serve with crackers, 
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There are many delightful ways 
to serve a pungent sauce with 
meats that will interest and cause 
the family to sit up and take no- 
tice. How about a beef tongue 
with Sauce Piquante for a change.

Sauce may be held 
for 15 or 20 minutés at warm part 
of range but do not allow to boil 
again. Serve half the sauce 
around tongue and balance in 
sauceboat. To brown flour sprinkle 
a light sifting of flour in a heavy 
frying pan and hold over medium 
heat shaking the pan until flour 
is browned, Do not let it burn.

T was on the comfortable Christmas eve of 1941 that the: Navy 

issued its final communique in the chronicle of the defense of 

Wake Island. The communique said: “Radio communication with 
Wake has been severed and the capture of the island is probable. 
Two enemy destroyers were lost in the final landing operations.” 


The defense had begun 16 days before, on Dec. 8, which was the 
Same as Dec, 7 at Pearl Harbor, since Wake, 2300 miles away from 
Honolulu, ig across the international] date line. One of the earliest 
communiques read like this: “The Marine garrison on Wake Island 
has been subjected to four separate attacks in the last 48 hours by 
enemy aircraft and one by light naval units , . . the defending 
garrison succeeded in sinking one light cruiser and one destroyer 
of the enemy forces by air action.” 


Later it was: “The resistance of Wake and Midway continues,” 
“Wake and Midway continue to resist,” “There have been two addi- 
tional bombing attacks on Wake Island . . . two enemy bombers were 
shot down .°. , the Marines on Wake Island continue to resist,” 
“There have been two additional] air attacks by the enemy on Wake 
Island . . . Wake Island continues to counter these blows.”

AD “The Talk of the Town,” the Ambassador’s new feature, come

He burns his 
mill for the insurance, has his foreman hide out and then tries to 
pin arson and murder on Grant, whose chief error is that he has 
made speeches on street corners in the past. 

It all has a very familiar ring. In fact, many persons will get 
the idea that “The Talk of the Town” is another of Director Frank 
Capra’s creations. It was, in fact, made by the studio where Capra 
did so well so many times. One of its screen play writers, Sidney 
Buchman, has written scripts for Capra. A Capra actress, Jean 
Arthur, hastheleading role. But “The Talk of the Town” is not Capra’s. 

Its director is George Stevens, whose skill is already known in 
“Alice Adams,” “Penny Serenade,” “Woman of the Year” and other 
films. Stevens, in the opinion of this reviewer, is one of the best. 
“The Talk of the Town” is human, honest, amusing and exciting. 
Arrived too late for its proper era, it still may take rank as one of
